(B.S. '87) She also earned a 
master's degree in health services administration from George Washington University, (M.H.S.A. 
89) and an MBA from the Kellogg School of Management at Northwestern University (99).

Ralph Izzo was elected president and chief operating officer 
of Public Service Electric and Gas Company (PSE&G), effective 
October 18, 2003.

Mr. Izzo is a well-known leader within the utility industry - as well as the public policy 
arena. His public policy experience includes service as an American Physical Society 
Congressional Science Fellow, in the office of U.S. Senator Bill Bradley.

In August 2002 
he completed the requirements for a Master of Business Administration degree, with a 
concentration in finance from the Rutgers Graduate School of Management. He is listed in 
numerous editions of Who's Who and has been the recipient of national fellowships and 
awards 


Mr. Izzo is chairman of New Jersey After 3 Inc., and serves on the board of directors for the 
Electric Power Research Institute, the New Jersey Chamber of Commerce, the American 
Gas Association, the New Jersey Performing Arts Center and the New Jersey Utilities 
Association. He serves on the board of trustees for the Partnership for a Drug-Free New 
Jersey, Independent College Fund of New Jersey, and the New Jersey Network Foundation. 
He also serves as co-chair of the Drumthwacket Foundation, a member of the Rutgers 
Business School Board of Trustees, and electric utility sector chairman of the Infrastructure

Paula T. Dow earned her Bachelor of Arts degree in 1977 from Franklin and Marshall

| She graduated from the University of Pennsylvania Law School in 1980. Ms. Dow is 
admitted to the Bars of New Jersey, New York and Texas; the United States Supreme 
Court; the Second and Fifth Circuit Courts of Appeals; the United States District Courts 
for the Southern and Eastern Districts of New York, District of New Jersey, and Northern

Robert L. Johnson, MD, FAAP is the Sharon and Joseph L. 
Muscarelle Endowed Dean (Interim), Professor and Chair 
of Pediatrics, Professor of Psychiatry and Director of the 
Division of Adolescent and Young Adult Medicine at the 
New Jersey Medical School of the University of Medicine 
and Dentistry of New Jersey. His research focuses on 
adolescent physical and mental health, adolescent HIV, 
adolescent violence, adolescent fatherhood and risk 
prevention/reduction programs with specific emphasis on 
substance and alcohol abuse, sexuality and sexual 


dysfunction, male sexual abuse, suicide and AIDS. 


He is Vice Chair of the US Department of Health and Human Services Council on 
Graduate Medical Education, member of the Board of Law and Justice and the 
Committee on Improving Research Information and Data on Firearms of the National 
Academy of Sciences and member of the Community Prevention Task Force of the US 
Center for Disease Control and Prevention. He Chairs the New Jersey Governor's 
Advisory Council on HIV/AIDS and Related Blood Borne Pathogens, the Newark 
Ryan White Planning Council and the Board of Deacons at Union Baptist Church in 
Orange, New Jersey Dr. Johnson is a Fellow of the American Academy of Pediatrics. 
He has previously been a member of the National Council of the National Institute of 
Mental Health, member of the NIH AIDS Research Council, member of the Institute 
of Medicine Committee on Unintended Pregnancy, Chair of the National Commission 
on Adolescent Sexuality, President of the New Jersey State Board of Medical Examiners 
and Chair of the Board of Advocates for Youth. Dr. Johnson has become a well- 
recognized spokesperson for the adolescent and adolescent issues. He yearly addresses 
many local, state, national and international audiences and frequently appears on 
television and radio, He has published widely, and he conducts an active schedule of 
teaching, research and clinical practice at the New Jersey Medical School.

MARCIA WILSON BROWN 


Marcia Wilson Brown is the Vice Provost for the Rutgers Newark 
campus. Prior to this appointment, Ms. Brown served the campus 
as associate dean and director of the Academic Foundations 
Center and as an academic dean at the law school 


Marcia returned to school at the age of 40 and obtained a law 
degree from Rutgers Newark where she was elected class 
speaker and was the recipient of three honors: International 
Academy of Trial Lawyer's Award; Judge J. Skelly Wright Award 
for Civil and Human Rights Activities, and the Rutgers Alumni 
Senior Award. 


Ms. Brown clerked for Chief Justice Robert Wilentz in the NI 
Supreme Court. Later, she worked as an associate with the firm 
of Smith and Mullin, and much later, in her own practice in 
Newark with several African-American female lawyers. 


Ms. Brown has accumulated more than twenty-five years of leadership/community service/ 
professional experience in and on behalf of the Newark community: From 1978, when she 
worked as a community development specialist for the U.S. Department of HUD to 1999 
when she was appointed Philanthropic Manager for Lucent Technologies $6 million dollar 
foundation program focused entirely on the City of Newark, her many contributions have 
centered on making better communities. 


She is the co-founder of the South Ward Junior Crimefighters, Harriet Tubman Girls Club, and 
Citizens for a Better Newark. She also served as President and co-founder of the University 
Heights Neighborhood Development Corporation (UHNDO), which developed more than 
sixty (60) units of affordable housing in the Central Ward for low to moderate income families. 
Through the Lucent Foundation, she brought millions of dollars to Newark organizations, 
including IYO, New Communities, La Casa de don Pedro, and the North Ward Center, who 
were engaged in rebuilding neighborhoods and providing learning opportunities for young 
people. 


Ms. Brown serves on the board of many nonprofit and charitable organizations, including 
University Heights Science Park, Education Law Center, READY Foundation, Project GRAD 
(Graduation Really Achieves Dreams), Kids Corp, and the Pre-College Consortium of Greater 
Newark. She is also a member of the Women of Imani, a charitable organization serving 
women and children in our communities. 


She was co-producer of PARENT SHOWCASE on Newark's Gateway Cable TV and the 
executive producer and host of Cablevision’s JUSTICE PROJECT. Ms. Brown is the co-founder, 
along with Junius Williams, of RETURN TO THE SOURCE, an acappella singing group focused 
on the music of the civil rights movement, blues and jazz; and a poet who has performed 
with the Newark Writer’s Collective, Cultural Emanations and Black Rose Love.

SHEILA T. BAYNES 


Shelia T. Baynes has dedicated her career to helping people build 
leadership skills and achieve their personal goals.

combating this violent crime. She also developed the NFB Program 

Grid which was a tool used to measure the impact of services provided by her program. 


In 1992, Mrs. Baynes entered the financial business sector where she continued her commitment 
to helping others through leadership. Working as the VP Market Area Manager, and then becoming 
a Personal Investment Consultant for First Union, Mrs. Baynes received special recognition 
awards for top performance in mortgage sales and management abilities. She was responsible 
for managing 5 branches, and exceeded established sales goals on a consistent basis. In 2000, 
Mrs. Baynes became a Financial Consultant for the Private Client Group Division of Solomon 
Smith Barney where she developed in expertise in working with non-profit Boards and developing 
Investment Statement Policy. She was able to re-connect with her desire for community advocacy 
by working with Newark Emergency Services for Families, Inc. (NESF) in developing the NESF 
Micro Loan Program, and teaching Financial Literacy to a class of over 100 participants. 


In December of 2002 Shelia T. Baynes assumed the position of Executive Director for NESF, 
bringing with her a diverse wealth of experience, perspective and financial expertise. She currently 
oversees a staff of over 60 social service professionals who collectively provide case management 
and other services for over 60,000 clients each year.

J. BARRY WASHINGTON 


A lifelong resident of Newark, New Jersey, Barry Washington has a degree in 
Chemical Engineering from Catholic University in Washington, DC and an 
MBA in finance from Washington University in St. Louis, Missouri. 


He began his business career with Prudential’s Common Stock Department. 

He rose to become the senior investment analyst for Prudential’s $500 million 
| portfolio of electronics company stocks and consistently out performed the 
market during his tenure. 


While on executive loan to the city of Newark, he served as the implementation 
| officer for the Newark's $80 Million Community Development Block Grant 
| program and spearheaded numerous city milestones, including the 
development and implementation ofthe historic James Street Commons project and the revamping of the 
city's minority contractors and neighborhood improvement programs. After leaving city government and 
| Prudential, he served as a consultant to Newark New Community Corporation for the development of its 
Pathmark shopping center. He also was a primary investor in Vogue Housing, the originator of the housing 
development now known as Hovnanian's Society Hill in Newark 


| Mr. Washington is perhaps best known as co-founder, chief executive officer and general manager of 

| Connection Communications Corporation, the company that established cable TV service in Newark, 

| New Jersey. His team started the project by first developing a government assisted program which trained 

| over 300 local residents for jobs in the cable TV industry. Historically, Connection Communications 

| Newark Cable TV system was the largest minority owned, built and operated cable TV system in the 
nation, to date, without major company involvement. He also led the teams that won the cable television 
franchises for Jersey City, and South Orange, New Jersey. 


After the sale of the Newark cable system, Mr. Washington became the chairman and majority investor in 
CitiCable Corporation, a cable television installation, construction, and operations company The company 
completed major contracts in Newark and South Orange, New Jersey; Bronx and Queens, New York; and 
| Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. He also helped establish Urban Cable Systems, which now, as Urban Transport, 
| is developing a broadband telecommunications franchise in New York City. 


In addition to his telecommunications activity he also helped develop the plan for the Springfield Ave. & 
| Bergen St. Cinema, Newark’s first modern inner-city multiplex movie theater. In 1994, he served as 
coordinator of Newark' first public/private Empowerment Zone/Enterprise Community application to the 
federal government, resulting in a grant award of $3 million to the city. Mr. Washington continues to serve 
as a consultant to national telecommunications companies as well as local small businesses and non- 
| profit organizations, 


Formerly a registered representative of the New York Stock Exchange, he was a member of the National 
Council on Urban Economic Development, and the Public Policy Committee of the National Cable 
Television Association. Mr. Washington has been a board member of the New Jersey Cable Television 
! Association, the Regional Business Partnership, St. Rose Elementary School and the Newark Fighting Back 
Partnership, and was a founding trustee of the National Association of Multi-ethnicity in Communications 
(NAMIC). Currently, he is on the executive boards of the Newark Chapter of the NAACP, Newark Symphony 
Hall, and the Leadership Council of the Boys' and Girls' Clubs of Newark.
